POWER IN OUR POWDER.

’ he hotel proprietors of this city have

“ Velocity aud pressure, ” explained 
tl^e powder mill superintendent, “ are 
the two main requisites in proving pow­ 
der. The government is very specific in 
its contracts. It demands that when 
fired under service conditions in the gun 
for which it is intended powder must 
give to the projectile a muzzle velocity 
of at least a certain number of feet per 
second without producing a pressure of 
more than a certain number of tons to 
the square inch. For modern guns the 
velocity required varies from 2,000 to 
2,300 feet in a second, and the pressure 
is not allowed to exceed 15 tons to the 
square inch. In some of our guns of the 
present day the amount of energy stored 
up in the powder charge is so tremen­ 
dous as to be almost incredible. The 
limit of energy upon the projectile can­ 
not be estimated, so vast are the possi­ 
bilities. 
“For example, I may cite the Ore­ 
gon’s 13 inch rifles. Five hundred and 
fifty pounds of powder in these guns 
impart to an I, IOO pound shot a velocity 
of 2, IOO feet per second, and tho energy 
of the projectile is nearly 34,000 foot 
tons. This power is sufficient to lift 
such a vessel as the Oregon eight feet 
out of the water. 
“ Those screens between the cannon 
and the breastworks are electric chrono­ 
graphs IOO feet apart from each other 
and the cannon, and they register the 
time of the projectile’s flight with abso­ 
lute accuracy. ” 
“ And absolute accuracy is—what?” 
“The millionth part of a seoond.”—

POWER IN OUR POWDER. 


A S h o t F ro m a IB In ch R ifle S u fficien t 
to L ift u Ila ttle n h ip K ig h t F e e t. 
“ Velocity aud pressure, ” explained 
tl^e powder mill superintendent, “ are 
the two main requisites in proving pow­ 
der. The government is very specific in 
its contracts. 
It demands that when 
fired under service conditions in the gun 
for which it is intended powder must 
give to the projectile a muzzle velocity 
of at least a certain number of feet per 
second without producing a pressure of 
more than a certain number of tons to 
the square inch. For modern guns the 
velocity required varies from 2,000 to 
2,300 feet in a second, and the pressure 
is not allowed to exceed 15 tons to the 
square inch. In some of our guns of the 
present day the amount of energy stored 
up in the powder charge is so tremen­ 
dous as to be almost incredible. The 
limit of energy upon the projectile can­ 
not be estimated, so vast are the possi­ 
bilities. 
“ For example, I may cite the Ore­ 
gon’s 13 inch rifles. Five hundred and 
fifty pounds of powder in these guns 
impart to an I, I OO pound shot a velocity 
of 2, IOO feet per second, aud tho energy 
of the projectile is nearly 34,000 foot 
tons. This power is sufficient to lift 
such a vessel as the Oregon eight feet 
out of the water. 
“ Those screens between the cannon 
and the breastworks are electric chrono­ 
graphs IOO feet apart from each other 
and the cannon, and they register the 
time of the projectile's flight with abso­ 
lute accuracy.” 
“ And absolute accuracy is—what?” 
“ The millionth part of a second.” — 
San Francisco Call.

POW ER IN OUR POW DER. 


A S h o t F r o m n IM I n c h Rill.- S u f f i c i e n t 
t o L i f t u flu 11 I r a Ii lf) EIK h t F e e t . 
“ Velocity and pressure, ” explained 
tl^e powder mill superintendent, “ are 
tho two main requisites in proving pow­ 
der. The government is very specific in 
its contracts. It demands that when 
fired under service conditions in the gun 
for which it is intended powder must 
give to the projectile a muzzle velocity 
of at least a certain number of feet per 
second without producing a pressure of 
more than a certain number of tons to 
the square inch. For modern gnus the 
velocity required varies from 2,000 to 
2,300 feet in a second, and the pressure 
is not allowed to exceed 15 tons to the 
square inch. In some of our guns of the 
present day the amount of energy stored 
up in the powder charge is so tremen­ 
dous as to be almost incredible. The 
limit of energy upon the projectile can­ 
not be estimated, so vast are the possi­ 
bilities. 
“ For example, I may cite the Ore­ 
gon’s 13 inch rifles. Five hundred aud 
fifty pounds of powder in these guns 
impart to an I, IOO pound shot a velocity 
of 2, IOO feet per second, aud tho energy 
of the projectile is nearly 84,000 foot 
tons. This power is sufficient to lift 
such a vessel as the Oregon eight feet 
oat of the water. 
“ T h o se screens between the cannon 
and the breastworks are electric chrono­ 
graphs IOO feet apart from each other 
aud the cannon, aud they register the 
time of the projectile’s flight with abso­ 
lute accuracy. ’’ 
“ Aud absolute accuracy is—what?” 
“ The millionth part of a second.”—
